Duplessis Again Vetoes 
Federal University Aid 

Preservation of Exclusive Rights 
Said Vital for Quebec 

Saying tlial "il is elementary justice tiiat tlie rights of the province in education 
inchulc tlie means to apply them," Premier Duplessis recently aimounced tliat his govern- 
.ment's policy of not accepting federal grants for Quebec Universities is "definite." 

lie said that if the Federal government were to abide by their promise of giving 
liic Provincial government îi'/r of personal income taxes the money gained for advanced 
education would be much larger than the $2,000,000 that Quebec universities would get 
from federal grants, 

Jlc was speaking on the subject of federal aid to the rector and vice-rector of 
Laval University. 



"Everybody recognizes that education is exclusively a 
provincial matter," Mr. Duplessis said. Some recognize this 
in practice, .some only verbally. 

"This provincial right is so clear that no one can reason- 
ably doubt it. 

"It is elementary justice that the rights of the province 
in education include the means to apply them. 

"In Quebec Province, education takes on a special chai'- 
acter because of our national and religious traditions. 

"In many circumstances, statesmen of Canada, England 
and the United Slates have recognized the wealth contribut- 
ed to Canadian culture by Quebec's national and religious 
traditions. 

"It is vital that Quebec preserve in full its exclusive 
rights in matters of education. 

"Some pretend a distinction should be made between 
education and culture. 

"It is supei'ficially injurious pretention as far as Quc- 
liec is concerned. 

"This would moan that in Quebec we would have the 
right only to deal with a smalf portion of the vast education- 
al field. _ * ' • 

"For any person of good faith and any unprejudiced 
Canadian it is clear that culture is only the reflection of 
education. 

"I respect the opinion of those who, in good faith, desire 
assimilation but I do not have to .«^ay that Quebec is irre- 
vocably opposed to assimilation arid it will keep in full its 
inalienable rights in mailers of education." 

i\Ir. Duplessis then referred to the Jlassey Commission 
on Arts, Sciences and Letters set up by the Federal Govern- 
ment. The Quebec Government did not recognize this com- 
mission, he recalled, because it dealt with a branch of edu- 
cation. 

When Fcdei'al grants to universities were first offered, 

the Quebec Government consented to their distribution with 
"an understanding in black and white" tliat they were for 
the 19.') 1-32 term only. 

Tlii.s was done, he said, for siiedal reasons and at the 
request of religious and civil authorities. 

"Uefusing this year, in conformity with its clear, pre- 
cise and formally-explained policy, the Quebec Government 
is taking an attitude ajjproved in many provincial elections 
and in agreement with the best interests of Quebec." 

•Mr. Dujjlossi.s said the Fedoral Government is allcnipl- 
ing to (>> in the field of education what it did in the matter 
of direct taxation. 

The Federal Government liad succeeded in getting the 
pro\-inces to sign agreements on a temporary basis. These 
agi-eements were "pennanently-temporaiy." 

As for education grants, the Federal Government was 
apparently trying to make them "annually-permanent."

As a result much 
criticism has been leveled against the coach 



and players, and this can be understood. 
• But it was through no fault of cither of 
these that opposing teams were of a super- 
ior class. 

Yesterday, the Intercollegiate Football 
season' ended and our team was not among 
the leaders. In their final game, however, 
the boys outfought and outdrove a squad 
wliicli had previou-sly beaten them by a 
considerable margin. The victory over West- 
ern is a testimony to the spirit and try of 
the ])layers and gives a boost to AIcGill 
fans everywhere. 

Vic Obeck has coached the team now for 
seven years. In that time he has produced 
several great teams, though ho has never 
won a title. "Saturday's game, probably his 
last as McGill football coach, is a fitting 
way to take his leave. 

So another football season ends! To Vic 
— adieu. To the boys for their terrific ef- 
fort — hats off!

Tlio second major nriniinont tiscd by Mr. 
Slater is that Arts & Science is entitled to two 
representatives because they are two faculties, 
and that. th'o students therein nre of such diver- 
gent opinion as to mahe it difficult tor one man 
to roproseiit their views to tho S.K.C. 

If tlii.s Is HO then why is it that these two 
'fiit iiltics' Arts, and Science, have only one tinder- 
Kraduiitc society? If tlio viewpoints of tlicso Bin- 
dents are so tar apart, how can they ever get to- 
gether over one council table? The tacts speak 
tor themselves — internally Arts & Science con- 
siders itself one faculty and acts as one faculty. 

There la as great hetcrogenlty ot mind and 
opinion among tho Engineers as ever occurs in 
any group on liio campus, Arts & Science not- 
withstanding. Tho course a man takes does not 
"typo" his mind nor does it delimit his extra- 
curricular Interests. The faculty ot Enelnecring 
has almost as many students as Arts & Science, 
and yet for no reason tliat cannot bo attacked 
siicccssfnlly from ail sides. Arts H. Science have 
two representatives to tlic S.E.C, and Engineering 
only une. 

Tlio Engineers are merely trying to obtain n 
more equltablo lialanco ot opinion on the S.E.C. 
when they propose the Infamous Amendment.

they then make a blue print on 
wlilcli tho copy is laid out. This 
makes up a "dummy" ot Iho fi- 
nished pugo us It will appear lu 
tho end. Separate negatives arc 
then made of the copy and both 
sets ot négatives arestripped onto 
tho master cutting sheets. 

The complete master-cutting 
sheet is photood onto two largo 
plates which are coated with a 
light sensitive compound, rather 
like a sheet contact paper as used 
In normal photo-printing. These 
zinc shoots are now treated with 
an acid which cuts tho zinc to 
tho samo depth ns tho light has 
reacted with the original coating. 
Thus a positive of the original 
ncRiittves Is cut into tho zinc 
plates which can now bo used to 
print the fofto on paper.

An "Off-set" printing is. used 
and this is accomplished by at- 
taching* tho zinc plates to sepa- 
rate rollers and these rollers are 
set between an ink-pad and an- 
other roller which Is modo from 
rubber, Tho process then works 
liko this: Tho roller arouud with 
tho plates is inked and then in 
turn loaves an impression on the 
rubber roller which is brought 
Into contact with paper at long 
last. From this point on. It Is a 
coniparatlvcly simple procoduro 
In which tho paper Is cut into 50 
folios and these are stacked aside 
until the complete set ot folios 
to makQ the complete Annual are 
all ready. 

As it was said there are 400 
pages in tho annual and to pro- 
duce this twenty-five folios are 
needed. Therefore thin whole pro- 
cess must bo completed that 
many times. In order that thera 
will bo no hitch: the meeting of 
deadlines Is essential, to say no- 
thlHR of the fine which is for- 
feited by either party missing 
deadline. Ail the preparation 
must be co-ordinated and that 
needs the utmost planning to 
bring all tho material from Its 
diverse sources to be at tho right 
place at the right time. . . this is 
the Associate Editors Job.

membered accordingly, subject to the deletion o^ paragraph num- 
ber 9 of the newly lettered Subsection (h) which reads : 
"The undergraduate members of the Women's Union"
